On cottor irns we note a better demand 
for cheaper qualities; on combed yarns the 
demand is limited, altho prices are fairly 
satisfactory Carded yarns are being sold to 
some considerable extent, but prices con 





tinue off. No contracts will be acce nd 
yarn being sold at reduced prices tly 
odd lots and yarn on hand 

Worsted yarns are being sold tairly well 
in some sections. Prices are unsatisfactory 
A good demand is noted for lustre yarns 
other yarns sold are mostly for cotton 
worsteds. Trade is generally much better 


though in some sections it has not improved 
mostly with mills making fine goods. Pay 


ments are slow
